Music  from  Czechoslovakia  plays  an  important  part  in  this  Folio.  On  Monday 
August  31  we  begin  the  broadcast  of  the  Prague  Spring  Festival,  which  was  recorded  by 
the  Czechoslovak  Radio  for  distribution  by  the  Broadcasting  Foundation  of  America. 
These  programs  will  include  orchestral,  choral  and  chamber  music  concerts  covering  a 
wide  variety  of  repertory,  including  much  unknown  music  by  Czech  composers  .  .  . 
Novak,  Suk,  Foerster,  Kubin  and  others.  The  opening  concert  will  be  conducted  by  Jean 
Meylan,  whom  KPFA  listeners  may  remember  as  a  splendid  oboist  who  participated  in 
studio  concerts  and  Noon  Concerts  at  U.C.  Mr.  Meylan  has  for  some  years  been  con- 
ducting and  performing  in  Switzerland ;  his  father  is  a  member  of  the  French  Department 
at  U.C,  and  we  are  pleased  to  be  able  .  .  .  through,  admittedly,  devious  means  ...  to 
stage  a  "homecoming"  for  this  talented  musician. 

In  addition  to  the  Prague  Festival  concerts,  we  have  also  scheduled  several  compo- 
sitions by  the  most  important  Czech  composer  of  recent  times,  Leos  Janacek,  and  would 
like  to  call  your  attention  particularly  to  a  really  remarkable  and  quite  wonderful  work, 
his  opera  "The  Sly  Fox,"  which  will  be  broadcast  on  Sunday,  August  30.  This  opera 
dates  from  1924,  four  years  before  the  composer's  death  at  the  age  of  seventy-four.  Into 
it  he  poured  an  unusual  measure  of  his  own  strong  personal  philosophy.  Desmond 
Shawe-Taylor,  writing  of  the  opera  in  the  April  issue  of  "The  Gramophone"  discusses 
the  work  as  follows: 

"Only  Janacek  could  have  conceived  the  notion  of  making  an  opera  out  of  a  series 
of  popular  newspaper  sketches  about  the  doings  of  animals;  but  he  succeeded  in  find- 
ing in  this  material  an  outlet,  not  only  for  his  humour  and  his  love  of  forest  and  country- 
side, but  for  his  deep,  pantheistic  feelings  about  the  unity  and  goodness  of  all  creation : 
man,  animals  and  inanimate  nature.  Though  he  wrote  the  opera  when  he  was  ap- 
proaching the  age  of  seventy,  it  has  all  the  muscular  resilience  and  the  gaiety  of  spirit 
that  belong,  of  right,  to  youth.  He  said:  T  listen  to  the  birds  singing,  I  wonder  at 
the  manifestations  of  rhythm  in  its  million  different  forms  in  the  world  of  light,  colour 
and  shapes,  and  my  music  remains  young  through  contact  with  the  eternally  young 
rhythm  of  nature.'  The  virility  and  positive  strength  always  characteristic  of  Janacek's 
music  here  take  on  an  unusually  brilliant  and  joyous  form;  once  we  have  come  to 
terms  with  the  novelty  of  the  idiom  ...  we  can  hardly  fail  to  grasp  the  freshness  and 
spontaneity  of  the  invention,  and  the  deeply  humane  quality  of  the  music,  whether  it 
depicts  the  animal  or  the  human  part  of  the  community."

The  recording  of  Janacek's  opera  was  made  last  year  in  Prague,  and  is  a  Supraphon 
album  not  available  in  this  country ;  our  broadcast  will  be  the  first  hearing  of  the  music 
on  the  West  Coast,  and  very  likely  in  the  entire  country.  Rudolf  Asmus,  who  sings  the 
leading  human  role,  "reveals  himself  as  a  genius  in  the  art  of  subtle  declamation 
comparable  to  any  name  we  like  to  bring  up,  from  Chaliapin  to  Yvette  Guilbert." 
(Again  from  Mr.  Shawe-Taylor. )  "This  is  a  marvelous  acting-plus-singing  perform- 
ance, full  of  humour  and  character,  the  vocal  line  so  inflected  that  it  seems  at  every 
moment  not  only  natural  but  inevitable;  while  in  the  closing  monologue — a  hymn  to 
the  eternal  goodness  and  self-renewal  of  nature,  sung  as  the  Forester  lies  at  his  ease 
in  the  depths  of  the  forest — Asmus  finds  scope  for  a  glorious  warmth  and  roundness  of 
tone.  A  great  artist!"  (Our  music  director  is  in  something  of  a  glow  himself,  since 
receiving  this  recording  from  a  pencil-pal  in  London  .  .  .  hence,  the  length  of  this 
panegyric.) 

Other  works  of  Janacek  listed  in  this  Folio  include  the  recent  Czech  recording  of 
the  extraordinarily  moving  song-cycle  "Diary  of  One  Who  Vanished"  (September  10, 
10:40  PM) ,  a  disc  which  has  been  issued  here,  and  the  charming  early  piano  suite  "On 
an  Overgrown  Path"  (September  4,  11  PM)  which  has  been  undeservedly  excised 
from  the  catalog  recently,  and  which  is  worth  a  search. 

Our  other  opera  for  this  Folio  period  is  the  new  and  wildly-acclaimed  London 
album  of  "Das  Rheingold,"  which  will  be  heard  on  September  6  at  2:20,  preceded  by 
the  best  of  all  possible  introductions,  that  by  Anna  Russell.  ("I'm  not  making  this  up, 
you  know.")
